Mr.  Perrault,.  of  St  Catherines,  President  of  the 
Society,  haa  his  exteosire  farm  in  the  highest  state  of 
improrement  We  admired  particuhrly  a  fine  read 
through  the  centre,  and  the  farm  judiciously  subdirid- 
cd_by  gpoi  fences  of  wood  and  stone,  with  well  made 
painted  gatca  opening  into  each  ioclosure.  ,  A  part  that 
Imd  been  a  bare  quarry  had  stone  to  the  depth  of  two  or 
three  feet  tsken  off,  and  ia  now  growing  a  heavy  crop 
of  barley.  His  oows,  thirty-six  io  number,  are  very 
fine. 

Mr.  Ermatinger,  of  Longue  Pointe,  deserves  tho 
grestest  praise  for  the  high  state  of  cultivation  of  bis 
extensive  property.
